Interesting Description of a Carriage 


Trip From Jerusalem to the Dead 
Sea and the Famous River—Pil- 
grims Attending the Consecration of 
Waters.

The following extracts from a private 


letter written by Prof. C. E. Crandall 
will be of interest to Gazette readers: 


Jordan's Hotel, Jericho, 
Palestine. 


January 17, 1900. 
Mr. • Goodspeed 


and I and two other Americans. Mr. 
Corley, an Iowa boy 
returning from 


service in the Philippines, and 
Mr. 


Pays ot California, left Jerusalem this 
_moroingat 7:25 in a canopy top carriage, 
' "drawn by three horses, with an Arab 


driver. We drove down in about three 
hours, excluding stops. 
We 
passed 


through Bethany, which the Arabs call 
El Azarigch, a little this side the Mount 
ot Olives, but did not stop. About half 
way down the valley we stopped half an 
hour and fed the horses on the tradi- 
tional site of the inn. where the Good 
Samatarinn stopped, where there is now 
a kahn and a cave which is shown as the 
ancient inn. 


Down, half an hour or so, further we 


stopped and climbed up the hill between 
the two "Wadies" (villages) and had a 
fine view down the precipitous Wady 
Elkelt, with a Greek monastery built on 
the steep opposite side, which is reputed- 
as the place where Elijah dwelt by the 
brook Cherith and was fed by the ravens. 


A little further on we came in sight 


of the blue waters 01 the Dead Sea, 
sparkling in the sun. The road follows 
a wady from 2G96 feet above the Medi- 
terranean to Jericho 825 feet below the 
sea. A fine stone road was built two 
years ago for the expected use of Em- 
peror William, but he did not go down 
to Jordan Knally. We have seen a num- 
ber of improvements made by the Turk- 
ish government in anticipation of his 
visit and we often hear people express 
the wish thut be would come again and 
stir up the government to othee good 
works. 


On the way we met a caravan * of 91, 


loaded camels with the accompanying 
Arabs and donkeys and overtook num- 
erous groups of Kussiau and Greek pil- 
grims, on donkeys or on foot, on ttteir 
way to the great celebration at the Jor- 
dan this forenoon, although tho great 
bulk ot the pilgrims came down yester 
day. liy th« way, Br 
Selah Merrill, 


the American consul, came near coming; 
with us,.buf finally bad to give it up. 
They call it three hours drive to the 
Dead Sea from Jericho, but the road to 
day was dry and fine and we mude it in 
an hour anda quarter. 


We met several pilgrims rpturning to 


tho Ford of Jordan from the sea and 
found a number there on our arrival 
We followed the shore a little way to the 
east and all stripped off our clothes und 
took a splendid salt bath. 
It seemed 


very much like the one I had in ' the 
Great 
f-jalt Lake, the only difficulty ex- 


perienced in swimming being thut of 
keeping this feet down in the water. One 
rinds himeolf kicking the air in spite of 
himself. I did not get my head under 
water as I knew from , past experience 
that the intensely sal^ and mineral water 
makes the eyes, nose and ears smart if it 
gets into them. 


Tha Dead Sea water contains about 


24 per coat of solid matter (7 per cent 
salt.) .1 did get a 


distance crowded with pilgrims waiting 
for the consecration of the waters. 
We 


Jearn that the Kussian Consul states 
that there are 2,700 Russian pilgrims 
here, besides some hundreds from Jeru- 
salem, Jaffa and other places in Pales- 
tine. Today is the Greek Ephiphany 
and every year thousands gather here to 
celebrate Christ's baptism, which is also 
fixed by tradition at this same ford of 
the Jordan. We found a large shed or 
tabernacle crowded with people engaged 
in 
some religious ceremony and the 


banks lined for nearly half a mile with 
the crowd waiting for the bishop to bap- 
tise the cross, which consecrates the 
water. 


We had to wait half an hour before 


the bishop appeared and then enme one 
of the strangest sights I ever saw. A 
scoie or two ot men and boys stood 
ready with loaded guns to celebrate 
Christ's triumph over sin, while hundreds 
more largely women dressed in white 
muslin robes stood in the water or on 
the bank waiting for the signal. 


I wish I could adequately describe the 


scene when the supreme moment arrived 
but I cannot.

5. A collation or repast may betaken 


in the evening, but it'ought not to ex- 
ceed tho fourth part of an ordinary meal, 
and a cup of. coffee or tea with a little 
mils and a slice ot bread may be taken, 
in the morning by those who need it. 


Besides Lent there are during the 


year tho following days ot fast and 
abstinence: 


1. Wednesday, Friday and Saturday 


of every ember week. 


2. 
The vigils oC Pentecost, the As- 


sumption ot the Blessed Virgin, of All 
Saints' and ot Christmas, likewise the 
days in Advent; fast and 
abstinnnce is 


recommended on the Saturday during 
the Octave of St. Peter and St. Paul or 
on tho Saturday before the feast of it, if 
it falls on a Sunday. 


3. All Fridays during the year are 


days of abstinence from flesh meat; on 
Saturdays the use of flesh meat is al- 
lowed again this year, by apostolic dis- 
persation, except in case a feast day fall 
on Saturday. 


All must 
consider 
-themselves as 


strictly bound for this fast; those only 
are exempt from fusting, though not. 
from abstinence, who are under the age 
of twenty-one, and such persons as are 
sick, infirm, convalescent or otherwise of 
a delicate constitution or whose strength 
is impaired by old nge, nursing or by 
hard labor. Such as are seriously sick 
are also exempt from abstinence. Those 
who entertain any reasonable doubt 
about theii obligation to fast or to ab- 
stain, ought to havo recoureo to their 
respective pastors for advice or dispen 
sation.

By virtue of these special faculties 


granted by the holy see, we also dis- 
pense from the law of abstinence all 
those that perform physical labor, and 
we permit thpm the use of flesh moat 
once during the day on all days, with 
tho exception of the Fridays during the 
entire year, Ash Wednesdays, the vigil 
of Christmas and those days of the holy 
week on which the other faithf-l are not 
dispensed.
